GENERAL MEETING, HELD AT THE GRAND HOTEL, 
BIRMINGHAM, ON THURSDAY, DECEMBER 15th, 1904. 

Mr. W. R. Wilson in tho Chair. 

The Hon. Secretary, Mr. Archmald S. Bennett, read the Report of 
tho Committee as to the wort of the Section during the year, from 
which it appeared that the present membership was 142 Members, or 
four in excess of 1903. 

A list of the Meetings held during the year, at which papers had been 
read, was given. It was stated that the average attendance at the 
Meetings was 30. 

It was announced that the accumulated fund of the Section now 
amounted to J&98 11s. 6</. 

Mr. W. It. Wilson (Chairman), Mr. W. L. Hodgkinson (Hon. 
Treasurer), and Mr. A. S. Bennett (Hon. Secretary), respectively, were 
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re-elected to their several offices, and a vote of thanks for their 
services during the past year unanimously adopted. 

Messrs. 6. R. Burdass, L. W. Hodgson, and J. G. Wells, compulsorily 
retired, in accordance with Rule 2, and Messrs. C. Beal (Wolver¬ 
hampton), W. H. Evans (Aston), and N. Van Laer (Burfcon-on-Trent), 
were elected to the vacant places on the Committee. 

It was decided not to hold a Sectional Banquet, in view of the fact 
that Mr. W. W. Butler had been nominated as President of the 
Institute for the ensuing year, it being thought desirable that Members 
should support Mr. Butler in London, rather than, by holding a local 
banquet, in any w*ay minimise the interest in the London function.
